“We had a lot of local 
flavor on the ballot, with 
Representative Miceli and 
Andrew Armata.” 

On an Election Day that set 
historical records nationally, in 
that the party of the sitting 
president took control of 
Congress, here is how the vot- 
ers here at home made their 
voices heard. 

In that race for state senator, 
Democratic challenger and 
Wilmington native Armata gar- 
nered 46 percent of the local 
bent Tarr, who scored the 
majority. Such a standing was 
notably closer than the final 
tally seen across the district, in 
which Tarr won 71 percent of 
the vote. 

The race for governor was the 
hottest this season, and it 
ended with Republican Mitt 
Romney beating Democrat 
Shannon O’Brien to the finish 
line. Governor-elect Romney 
scored 60 percent of the local 
vote, leaving O’Brien with 35 
percent. Such figures mark a 
difference from the statewide 
count, which was closer in that 
Romney beat O’Brien, 50 to 45 
percent. Combined, 
Libertarian Carla Howell, 
Green Party candidate Jill 
Stein and Independent Barbara 
Johnson collected 5 percent of

Complaint filed against appointment 


WILMINGTON - A formal 
complaint has been filed with 
the Board of Registrars in 
regards to last week’s appoint- 
ment of John Forrest. to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

In a letter written on October 
31, Selectman Michael McCoy

“John Forrest’s primary 
domicile is in Chelsea,” McCoy 
says. “He knows that, I know it, 
and, what’s more, the Board of 
Selectmen knows it, and now 
the residents know it.” 

McCoy first made his griev- 
ance known shortly before the 
vote was cast to appoint Forrest 


during the selectmen meeting 
on Monday, October 28. He was 
joined by several members in 
the audience who were angry 
that Forrest was chosen instead 
of one of as many as twelve res- 
idents who live in 

full time and applied for the 
vacancy. Selectman Raymond 
Lepore, who nominated Forrest 
despite pleas from the audience 
for him to do otherwise, was 
joined by Selectmen Robert 
Cain and Robert Palmer in wel- 
coming Forrest to the board. 
McCoy voted against Forrest. 


Forrest, who has seven 
homes, two of which are in 
Maine and Florida, calls 


McCoy’s complaint “bogus” and 
asserts that Wilmington is his 
legal residence. 

“I don't have to explain to 
Michael McCoy what nights I 
sleep where,” says Forrest, who 
is also a member on the Board 
of Appeals. “I'm as much a 
registered voter in Wilmington 
as McCoy. I may even pay 
more taxes than he does.”

“I am excited and truly hon- 
ored by the induction,” Athanasia 
said, “I grew up watching so 
many people who are in the Hall of 
Fame. Being from Wilmington I 
picked up the traits of having te- 
nacity and a never say die atti- 
tude. So being inducted is a great 
honor in that respect.”

Matt McManus’ talents on the 
athletic field and courts of Wilm- 
ington High School were obvious 
to anyone who ever saw him play. 
‘The 1992 graduate was, after all, a 
three sport star for the Wildcats, 
earning Merrimack Valley All 
Conference honors in all thee 
sports. He earned ten varsity 
letters in his four years of play for 
the Wildcats and was part of some 
very successful tearns in all three 
sports, 

It was these obvious talents 
that were recognized last Satur- 
day night when McManus was 
inducted intothe Wilmington High 
School Athletic Hall of Fame. What 
may not have been as obvious to 
fans of Wilmington High sports 
were the contributions that Matt 
made off the field of play. He as 
a member of the Peer leadership 
group, the Prom Committee and 
the Student Advisory Committee 
while at Wilmington High. 

His former basketball coach 
Jim McCune looks back on Matt's 
high school days fondly. McCune 
knows that a player like McManus 
can be used as a great example 
for players of today, just as he 
was an inspiration to his team- 
mates while he was in school. 

“I could use Matt as a great 
example not only of a great ath-$ 
lete, but also as a terrific stu- 
dent,” McCune said. “Matt was a 
positive influence through the 
entire school, not just with sports.” 

McManus credits his mother, 
Mary Lou, for his ability tobe well 
rounded student. 

“That is an absolute credit to 
my mom,” McManus said. “She 
taught metobea student first and 
an athlete second. Some things 
cameeasier and somethings came 
harder but the values instilled in 
me by my mother carried me 
through. I hope to take those 
things to my child someday.” 

McManus was certainly a well 
rounded student athlete, and it is 
something his coaches and teach- 
ers will always remember, but it 
was his on field exploits that were 
honored pn Saturday night, and it 
was a very well deserved honor. 

McManus was apitcher forthe 
Wildcats baseball team that ad- 
vanced to the Eastern Mass finals 
in his junior year of 1991. 
McManus pitched what had to be 
one of the best games of his ca- 
reer in the biggest game of his 
career during that tournament. 
Facing East Boston, McManus 
threw nine innings of three hit 
ball to earn the shutout win and 
help the Wildcats advance in the 


tourney. 

“That was actually the firs time 
that I had ever pitched nine in- 
nings because the tournament 
games were longer than the regu- 
lar season games. I was used to 
going only seven innings,” 
McManus said. “It was a great 
feeling. We were playing in the 
state tournament and the adrena- 
line was pumping. I threw a lot of 
pitches, but it went well, even 
though I felt it a couple of days 
later.” 

In basketball, where he 
captained the team in his senior 
year, McManus was also part of 
some big Wildcat wins, and he 
was usually right at the center of 
the action as he earned the nick- 
name “Money Man" for his ability 
tohit theclutch shot or clutch free 
throw when it was needed. In a 


tournament game against Boston 
Latin Academy, McManus hit two 
free throws in the closing seconds 
to help the Wildcats advance in 
the state tournament 

His ability to hit free throws 
was no accident, as it had been a 
skill he worked on from the time 
he was young. 

“I definitely worked on it,” 
MeManus said. “I can remember 
as far back as elementary school 
working to get better on all sports, 
whether it was painting a line on 
my driveway to shoot free throws 
or painting a box on our chimney 
to help me throw strikes. If you 
look close, you can still see the 
marks on the chimney.” 

The effort Matt put into the 
game of basketball did not go un 
noticed by McCune. It was that 
work ethic that made McManus a 
great captain anda key part of the 
team 

“Basketball was not necessar 
ily his best sport, but he used his 
knowledge of the game to make 
him successful,” McCune said. “He 
was more of a leader for us, and an 
organizer on the floor.” 

You didn’t necessarily see 
McManus game at the top o the 
box score the night after a game, 
but his contributions were obvious 
to his coach 

“He did all of the little things 
He would get five or six assists, 
make his free throws and play 
great defense,” McCune said. “He 
did a lot of things only a coach 
would notice.” 

As a senior McManus was 
awarded the Dr. Gerald Fagan 
Award as the outstanding male 
athlete at Wilmington High. De- 
spite all of his heroics during that 
season, the humble McManus was 
as surprised as anyone to receive 
such an honor. z 

“It was quite a surprise be- 
cause John Lynch won it in our 
junior year and in senior year he 
basically did the same things he 
did as a junior, sol thought he 
would get it,” McManus said 


“Looking back on it now, I think of 
earning the respect from players 
and coaches at my school and 
other schools as well. The award, 
is something I am very proud ef, 
and still think of from time to 
time.” 

After graduating from Wilm- 
ington High, McManus went on to 
Northeastern where he experi- 
enceg firsthand the boyhood fan 
tasy of many New England boys 
growing up when he pitched in the. 
Beanpot Tournament at Fenway 
Park. He led the Huskies to two 
consecutive tournament champi- 
onships with wins over Boston 
University and Boston College in 
consecutive years 

“The Beanpot was unbeliev- 
able,” Mc us said. “My first 
game there was my first start in 
college so it was very nerve rack 
ing,” McManus said. *! had just 
pitched some mop up innings apd 
then all of a sudden I was pitching 
in the Beanpot Championship pt 
Fenway . 

Now that McManus has been 
inducted into the Hall of Fame, he 
has hed a chance to reflect baek 
on some of the people who helped 
him through his high school ca- 
reer : 

“Andy Parr was a three sport 
athlete who was older ant me abd 
he helped me quite a bit. Mark 
Bobek was another older player 
who really took me under his 
wing," McManus said. “And (cur- 
rent major leaguer and Wilming- 
ton native) Jason Bere was al- 
ways a big support for me. He 
always made sure I had a new 
glove or a new pair of spikes.” 

As for the Hall of Fame hone 
itself, McManus once again found 
himself humbled at receiving rec- 
ognition from his former high 
school 

“It was quite a surprise for me 
when Bob Surran called me and 
told me about it,” McManus said 
“It took a couple of days for it to

Wilmington High School Athletic 
Hall of Fame last Saturday night 
as a benefactor. Jack has spent 
the better part of his life contribut- 
ing to Wilmington sports, and fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his leg- 
endary father Lawrence H 
Cushing Sr., who was the first 
Athletic Director and Recreation 
Director in Wilmington history 

Not surprisingly, Cushing cred- 
its his father with starting him on 
the path supporting Wilmington 
athletics 

“My father, being an athlete, 
learned at an early age that I was 
not an athlete. But instead of 
pushing me aside he taught me 
that there were things just as 
important as playing, like raising 
money and organizing,” Cushing 


said. “My father was my idol and 
I was proud to follow in his foot- 
steps. Whenever anybody in the 
town of Wilmington needed some- 
thing done my father would do it.” 

Among the multitude of events 
that Cushing helped to organize in 
his years with Wilmington sports, 
one particular event stands out as 
being a major source of pride for 
him, He was the founder of the 
“Fourth of July Committee” and 
served as chairman of the group 
for 15 years 

“My proudest accomplishment 
in town was the fourth of July 
program. When we started the 
committee there were only eight 
people and now it is one of the 
largest committees in town,” 
Cushing said 

Cushing was the main cog in 
that program as he was in many 
others, but one thing he is always 
sure to mention is that he did not 
dothe work himself.

and his friend and fellow receiver 
Dennis Walsh became focal points 
of the offense. 

With quarterback John O'Reilly 
Jeading the aerial assault the two 
catight % combined passes in their 
senior year. 

“He could just catch the ball,” 
Harrison said of Voner. “He wasn't 
a burner but he had good enough 
speed to get open. There are some 
guys who have plenty of speed but 
they can't catch the ball. But Bob 
had both skills. He was an ex- 
tremely athletic football player.” 

‘Along with providing some big 
plays on the field with his pass 
catching abilities, Voner also 
breught a special attitude to the 
game. He, along with Walsh pro- 
vided a fun, loose atmosphere to 
the Wildcats 

“Bob was just a great kid,” 
Harrison said. “He and Dennis 
were just absolute screams. You 
cotldn't get upset with them be- 
catse they were such great kids. I 
canstill remember those days like 
yesterday. We had such a good 
time with those teams.” 

Voner’s exploits, of course were 
not limited to the football field. He 
wasalsonamed MVP of the hockey 
team in his senior season. Voner 
looks back with pride on being 
named MVP of two sports during 
his high school career 

“Obviously it was exciting to 
be recognized by your teammates 
and coaches,” Voner said 

It was hockey actually, that 
provided one of Voner’stwo great- 
est athletic memories in high 
school.

“It’s kind of tough to think of 
one thing as the highlight, but 
playing in the states vs. Austin 
Prep is something I will always 
remember,” Voner said. “And my 
junior year in football we had only 
17 players on the team. Everyone 
had to play everywhere That 
gave all of us some great experi 
ence.” 

That teamwith 17 players man 
aged to go 5-5, truly a remarkable 
feat considering the competition 
they were facing in those days in 
the MVC. 

“There were no easy games 
back then,” Harrison said. Every 
game was tough and finishing 5-5 
was amazing considering the num- 
ber of players we had.” 

Voner was lucky enough to have 
played for some fine coaches like 
Harrisonand the late Dick Scanion, 
both of whom he credits with help- 
ing him not just as a player, but 
more importantly as a person. 

“Coach Scanlon was also one of 
my teachers and he was just a 
great guy at being able to address 
the students as people. He was 
very instrumental not just in my 
life, but in lots of lives,” Vonersaid. 
“And coach Harrison helped me 
out a lot. I didn’t have a job senior 
year and he gave me a job work- 

ing at his house, which was a real 
help for someone in high school.” 


Voner also had a tremendous 
support system at home from his 
grandparents, Marie and Leo P. 
O'Connell and- his mother 
Kathleen. As he looks back on his 
high school days, he knows his 
success would not have been pos- 
sible without that support system. 

“My grandmother as almost 
like my mom,” Voner said. “We 
lived with her so she was very 
much a provider. She was very 
supportive with things like mak- 
ing my games and making me set 
goals. And my grandfather was a 
great inspiration. For me it was 
not just my coaches who drilled 
the team first attitude into me. I 
would get that at home as well. He 
taught me that team is greater 
than just one person.”

Ervyl H. Stewart graduated 
from Wilmington High School in 
1942 where he was one of 42 gradu- 
ates.

Young quarterback

More than one million peo- 
ple suffer from the devastating 
effects of Parkinson's disease, 

a journey in which the patient 
gradually loses control over 
body movements, Sometimes 
the degeneration takes many 
years, sometimes just a few.
